SOLEMN PLEDGES. 


Does not 


Think United States is Dis- 


posed to Resent It. 


British Opinion Holds to the Belief That the Decision of 


America to Defend Treaty Rights in the Far East Wii 
Change the Situation—Muscovites Think That -Abhor- 


rence of War Will Influence Both Engiand and America. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


ON DON. Oct. 18.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The decision of the United 
States government to defend 
American treaty rights in the Far East 
will change the whole international s!t- 
uation. It may be said at the outset 
that this decision, although belliger- 
ent in implication, will make for peace. 

Russia—the entire world, in fact— 
has been awaiting with the keenest 
interest the declaration of America’s 
intentions. The duty of action in the 
present emergency falis unquestion- 
ably upon the American government. 
latest treaty 
with China, and Russia's written 
pledge to Secretary of tate Hay of 
evacuation on October 8, which have 
been violated in Manchuria. 

The issue between Russia and the 


United States is direct and flagrant. 


The Czar’s government gave an un- 
equivocal and unconditional promise 
which it never intended to keep, and 
which it now openly repudiates. Rus- 
sia is waiting to see what the United 
States government is going to do 
about it. She 
or less emphatic, and she is ready to 
meet them with soothing phrases 
and, incidentally, as many more prom- 
ises as America cares to ask for. 

She expects nothing more serious 
than diplomatic objection. She does 
not believe that the American people 
realize or care particu.arly for the vast 
national interests involved in the pres- 
ent and future Far Eastern trade. She 
believes that the country would aban- 
don the great national policy of for- 
eign trade inaugurated by the pur- 
chase of the Philippines, rather than 
defend it.. She even imagines that the 
American spirit is so sorgid and sa- 
pine that it will accept her open in- 
sult without seriously resenting R. in 
ether Words. Russia assunie that Ab- 
horrence of war is so sjrong in 
ica that it will-prevent armed defen 
of any national rights outside of her 
own territory. 

Upon this assumption, applied also to 
Great Britain, Russia's policy in the 
Far East is based. She is so firm in 
this conviction that nothing short of a 
definite contrary expression of public 
opinion in both countries will change 
it and alter her present purpose. Much 
depends, therefore, upon the reception 
this country will give to the aggressive 
policy of the Washington government 
in defense of American rights in Man- 
churian treaty ports. If Russia be- 
comes convinced that America is ready 
to go to any lengths, she will speed- 
ily withdraw. Her readinesss to re- 
treat gracefully or otherwise under 
such circumstances has been many 
times demonstrated. Russian diplo- 
macy is utterly lacking in amour 
propre, which, perhaps, accounts for 
her failure to take due cognizance of 
the sense of national dignity in other 
countries. 

The developments of the week 
strengthened the impression that war 
betweeen Russia and Japan, ‘while de- 
ferred for a short time, is still AImost 
inevitable. There has been considera- 
ble discussion of the proposed partt- 
tion of Korea between Japan and 
Russia: These reports may be utterly 
rejected. Japan will fight rather than 
tolerate any Russian incursion into the 
peninsula. The authorities at Tokio 
geem to be under the impression that 
a crisis should be allowed to develop 
as early as possible. They believe that 
delay will be to the advantage of Rus- 
embarrassment with the United 
@tates, which is expected to furnish 
the next feature of the situation.

“I do not know in what form the ca- 
nai question will come before Con- 
gress,” Mr. Morgan continued, “and if 
I did, I should not feel at liberty to 
discuss it. It may be brought up in 
the Senate, but it is more than likely 
that the House will take final action, 
as that body is peppery on the subject 
of the canal, and righteously so, for 
the reason that the Senate took the 
whole matter out of its hands and in- 
sisted on its own measure. The House 
could pass the resolution easity enough 
without the aid of a committee.”

“There seems to be a misapprehen- 
sion respecting withdrawals of public 
lands from entry under certain of the 
land laws, and suspension of fina! ac- 
tion upon certain classes of entries al- 
réady made. Generally speaking, land 
is withdrawn from entry in order to 
prevent its being appropriated in a 
manner or for a purpose not contem- 
piat by the law. 

“In consequence of a proposed forest 
reserve, a withdrawal is made of al! 
the land that will probably be included 


in its boundaries, in o to guard 
against speculative entrie® made for 
the purpose of obtaining lieu land. 


“Withdrawals under the irrigation 
act are for the purpose of reserving 
the land for homestead entry—the only 
kind permitted by the act, and to pre- 
vent speculative entries. Land con- 
taining oil or minerals is withdrawn 
from agricultural entry, as mineral 
lands are sold in smaller quantities 
— at higher prices than farming 

nds. ‘ 

“Occasionally certain areas are 
withdrawn from entry under the des- 
ert land act, upon evidence that the 
land arid land, unproductive 
ation, which alone can 
be taken under such ect. 

“Final action is often suspended up- 
on individual entries, or a class of 

in certain localities pending an 
investigation as to whether or not there 
has been a compliance with the re- 
quirements of the law. There is no 
withdrawal of land in this connection, 
or any suspension of the law, nor in- 
terference with entries properly made. 

“In November, 1902, there was such 
suspension of final action upon entries 
made under the timber and stone act 
in Washington, Oregon and California: 


This sion was made upon evi- 
dence of collusive entries in those 
Sieates, whereby individuals and cor- 


rorations were obtaining title to large 
areas of valuable timber land, where- 
as the law provides the entry shall be 
made for the exclusive use and benefit 
of the entryman. 

“That this action did not hinder or 
interfere with entries under this act is, 


shown dy the fact that while there 
were 21 timber and stone entries 
made in the States named during the 


fiscal year ended June 30, 1902, there 
were 6145 such entries made in those 
Stetes during the fiscal year ended 
June 20, 1903, and of thie latter num- 
ber 3544 entries were made after Jan- 
vary 1, 1908, while the order of sus- 
pension was in force, while but 2197 
such entries were mede in the entire 
fiseal year 1902. 7 

“As fast as the entries 
States can be examined, 
which can prope are 
passed to patent, while the susvension 
continues as to the others pending a 
hearing in the local land office. No 
cancellation is made upon report of a 
special agent until opportunity for a 
hearing has been afforded the 
man.”

Butsupposing that the 
physicians were al! t, are we from 
this to refrain from \seeking medical 
aid on which we can consistently ask 
the Divine Dilessing. Remember that 
Paul sought the Lord for the removal 
of his infirmity, yet he carried the 
thorn in the flesh to the grave. Shall 
we, therefore, take ii to be wrong to 
geek the Lord’? 
: „am asked, “Your logie rob 
us of both God end physician. How are 
we to understand Jagnes v: 147 and 
„Does not the injuncfton in James »: 
14, apply to us today?“ I answer that 
in my judgmem James v: 14, encour- 
ages the use of means. The Greek 
used in the verse is a medical 
term. Medication by injunction was 
sticed in healing then as it is now 
y the medical profession. Again, let 
me remind you that the practice of 
medicine was pestered and burdened 
then as it is now with all sorts of 
frauds, fakers, and scientists, falsely 
so-called, imposing on the weakness 
of poor afflicted humanity. Christians 
could not consistently place them- 
selves in the care of heathen physi- 
clans, even if they could be assured 
of unprejudiced treatment. In view 
ef those conditions the Holy rit 
imparted to some ‘gifts cf healing.’ 
The simple means they used, with 
prayer and faith in God were speci- 
ally blessed. Another question is: 
‘Since doctors so often make mistakes, 
is it not better to trust in God alone 
in time of sickness? Well, suppose 
you want to go to San Francisco or 
Chicago, sitice railway men some- 
times make mistakes would it not be 
better to trust to God alone and not 
venture to use the railway at all? Or 
did it ever ocour to you to pray that

Rev. C. J. K. Jones preached wester- 


‘day morning in the Church of the 


Unity on “Religious Pioneers in the 
United States.“ He said, in part: 

“I heartily commend to you a book 
with the title of my sermon. The 
book can be had for the price of one, 
or at most two theater tickets, and 
is more worth the price: although I 
have no fault to find with reputable 
theatrical exhibitions. The book re- 
veels to us what we of these United 
States have directly inherited from 
some of our great men of the former 
days. You shall find that these great 
souls were from various religious de- 
nominations, from Brewster of the 
earliest colonial days, to Phillips 
Brooks of our own time. Fach one of 
these noble spirits stood for some dis- 
tinctive’ feature of religious liberty, 
which was denied by the ecclesiastical 
authorities of their time. This is as 


true of Brooks, notwithstanding he 


became a bishop, and was wont to 
make light of ‘apostolic succession,’ 
as it was of Emerson, and Parker, and 


Hosea Ballou. Back of these men 


were the members of the laity, who 
responded in sympathy and support. 
These pioneers of our refigious liberty 


today were, each in his own way, eä 


pounders and devout followers of that 
broad spirit of Puritanism which 
founded the English commonwealth, 
and made great that potent influence 
which created the New England colo- 
nies and thus stamped upon these 
United States that peculiar character 
which has made m what they are. 

“All that we are intellectually, so- 
cally and morally we owe to the genius 
of these pioneers of the larger faith. 
We should venerate their memory. It 
is wise and good to make their names 
and works familiar to our children 
and youth, that they may have before 
them examples of courageous and self- 
sacrificing manhood, These brave men 
were ‘persecuted for  rigtteousness’ 
sake,” or, at least, were contemed for 
their outspoke loyalty to truth. They 
were the heralds of this better day 
which has come to us. Here, as 80 
often before, the world of humanity 
has come to its highest good and peace 


thrqugh the sufferings of others. In- 


tellectually, socially and ethically we 
are all dependent upon what some- 
body has wrought, or is working, for 
us. So also some of us are not what 
we might have been, in intelligence 
and religious freedom, had we not 
deen opposed by those who were our 
teachers jn earlier days. A grave re- 
sponsibility rests upon those who re- 
sist thedissemination of sound know!l- 
edge. Knowledge and religion should 
go hand in hand. Togetber they form 
the supreme biessing to our race.”

Dr. Sheets Last Evenings. 


Before an appreciative congregation 
at the First Presbyterian Church Rev.

He is a man of 
midcle age, of pleasing appearance, and 
has a good command of language. His 
voice has remarkable carrying quali- 
tles which, combined with an excel- 
lent articulation, enabled even those 


in the back of the auditorium to hear 
every word with ease. = 
Preceding the sermon the choir 
“Abide With Me“ by Bartlett. 
Miss Beresford Jéy rendered an excel- 
lent contralto solo. 
Sheets began his sermon with a 


grap description of ‘the biblical 
story ot the Jew who, while travel 


between Jerusalem and Jerico, was 
upon by thieves, robbed and left for 
dead, but finally, was picked up by a 


Samaritan and ken to a place of 


safety after two of the wounded man’s 
countrymen, qne of them a priest, had 
passed him dy. Continuing, he said: 
“Men are méasured by different stan- 
dards in this world. 

ln New York they ask ‘How much 
have vou?“ in Boston, ‘How much do 
you know? and in Chicago, ‘Who are 
you?’ I have not been in Los Angeles 
long enough to know what you ask 
here. (Laughter.) 

“The real thing of worth in this world 
is not in riches, in knowledge, in an- 
cestry, in tains or in lakes. It is 
in man. 

“No sunrise is as bright as the morn- 
ing of youth; no sunset so beautiful 
as the glory of old age. Greater than 
art or literature, greater than poetry or 
science, is a man. It is the business 
of the gospel to make this a practical 
truth in living. 

“Jesus Christ saw men as men. He 
would never have been satisfied te 
call men mere machines. Underneath 


all the imperfections and corruption 


Christ. saw the man created in the 
image of God. 

“The worth of a man; who can meas- 
ure it? Come with me to Calvary for 
au moment, and there, hanging on the 
cross with the cruel spikes in His 
hands, you see what God ht of 
man. That sacrifice has settled forever 
the worth of man in God's sight. 

“Il ask you tonight, my friends, not

‘The height and depth of vour char- 
acter depends upon the man you com- 
pare it with. Christ is the noblest ideal; 
follow Him. 

“Religion is not Methodist; it is not 
Presbyterian; it is not Catholic, sim- 
ply. It.is the personal atmosphere that 
surrounds a man. It is the soul looking 
up and then lifting up. Religion ought, 
in a sense, to echo and re@cho our pro- 
test against sin as well as to resound 
with the songs of faith we love.

GOVERNOR AS PROPHET. 

In the sum of suggestions and ad- 
vice that became the lot of the Tu- 
la reflos that memorable day there were 
portions of Gov.

Another jolly joke on the Record—

The Basch case--the Record’s lurid 
assertions that here was the very 
worst case of police inefficiency; the 
Record’s wild-eyed declarations—wow!

1 HONOR OF JAMES WATT. 

4 A movement was started a few 
months ago, in England, for erecting a 
memorial to James Watt. This move- 
ment has hardiy progressed beyond its 
initiatory stages, but there Is a good 
prospect that it will ultimately be suc- 


. cessful, as it has thus far met with 


much moral support, and what is even 
more important from the practical point 
of view, with substantial support. 

It is proposed to place the memorial 
in London, and therefore the larger 
part of the subscriptions are expected 
to be raised in Great Britain, although 
the opportunity to contribute is to be 
open to the entire world. There will 
doubtless be a generous response from 
the United States, where the memory 


of Watt is held in much esteem. As a 


mechanical and inventive people, we 
should not be true to our traditions if 
we did not honor the memory of the 
“father of the steam engine.” which 
has been one of the principal factors tu 
the development of :nechanics and the 
wonderful achievements of machinery 
during the past century. _ 
Notwithstanding the fact that Watt 
has generally received credit as the in- 
ventor of the steam engine, he was not 
really the pioneer in that field of in- 
vention. This is not to say that more 
honor has been given him in this re- 


_ gard than he deserves. Far from it. 


Although the reciprocating steam en- 
gine was in reality, like many her 
great inventions, the product of several 
inventive minds, Watt did more, per- 
haps, to bring it before the world as a 
practical motive power than any other 
one man. in Newcomen's engine, the 
Steam Was admitted to only one end of 
the cylinder, and his crude motor, if 
such it could properly b. called, was 
not used for motive bower for any 
other purpose than pumping. Watt 
brought out the double-acting piston, tn 
connection with a steam jacket and 


Condenser, and by means of the crank 


converted the reciprocating motion of 
the piston into a rotary motion, These 
inventions constituted a prodigious step 


forward, and made of the steam engine 


a practical source of power for the pro- 
pulsion of steamships and locomotives, 
and for driving machinery to meet the 
multiform requirements of civilization. 

The age of machinery practically 
dates jig inception from the introduc- 
tion of the steam engine. With the mar- 


velous development of machinery since | 


that time all intelfigent persons are 
familiar. It would be hard to say how 
far this form of government would 
have progressed if the steam engine had 
not been invented. It is perfectly safe 
to say, how®ver, that there is not much 
danger that the world will honor the 
memory of James Watt beyond his de- 
serving. 

It has not been fully decided just 
what form the Watt mémorial shall 
take. The members of the committee 
having the matter u charge feel that 
an ordinary monument would not be an 
adequate nor a fitting expression of the 
world’s esteem for one of the world's 
greatest pioneer inventors. It is pro- 
posed, therefore, that if possible an in- 
stitution for scientific education and re- 
search shall be erected and endowed. 
10 carry out this excellent plan is the 
present intention, which will miscarry 
only in the event that the amount of 
the subscriptions shall prove to be in- 
adequate for the purpose. Citisens of 
the United States who honor genius 
willl esteem it a privilege to participate 
in this most worthy enterprise. 


The sturdy and strenyous movement 
for the consumption of home products 
has been lying dormant for some 
tim if it can truthfully be said that 
a movement can lie dormant.

Spécial Day Set Apart for 
Sunday-schcols. 


— e — 
Luurq ad Sermons in Churches 
of Episcopal Diocese. 
— 
Dean Wilkins Deuwers Strong 
Adazess—‘‘Little immia 
and His Piece. 


ä—— 


Yesterday was set apart by the 
bishop of the diocese as a day of in- 
tercession for Sunday-schools’ in 
Episcopal churches. A special liturgi- 
cal service was arranged and sermons 
in the interest of Sabbath-schools 
were preached. A noteworthy service 
was that at the Pro-Cathedral, head- 
quarters of Episcopallanism in South- 
ern California, where the Very Rev. J. 
J. Wilkins, D. D., dean of the clergy, 
delivered a striking address on the 
work of the Sunday-sctool, in which 
he ecrikticized theatrical and sensa- 
tional methods, holding up the institu- 
tion as an invaluable means for forti- 
fying our youth in Christian princi- 
ples. The sermon received warm ap- 
probation from a large congregation. 

Said Dr. Wilkins: We are all in- 
terested in the education of the young. 
Education, indeed, is a sort of Ameri- 
can gospel. We bold it in the highest 
value. We are persuaded, most of us, 
that righteousness comes by knowl- 
edge. We differ politically about 
everything else, but not about that. 
Knowledge uces goodness, Educa- 
tion builds righteous character and 
makes men good citizens. This is the 
theory upon which the educational 
system of this Christian land is based. 
Is it true? Are our methods of edu- 
cation calculated to produce Chris- 
tian character, and to build up man in 
all virtue and godliness of living? I 
want to answer this question, as best 
I may, on this day of intercession for 
Sunday-schools.”’ 

Continuing, the preacher compared 
the human growth and development 
to the growth of a tree, insisting upon 
the important principle that education 
is never finished, no matter how long 
the life. 

Following this apt simile, he said: 
“Principles are the very soil of the 
soul—the very basis of character. A 
trite truism, you may say. Yes, but 
one which we disregard with a strik- 
ing and fatal unanimity in our 
schemes of modern education. Here is 
a youth just graduated by one of our 
best institutions of learing. He thinks 
his education finished, but truly, it 
has but just begun in the larger and 
crucial life of the world. A little while 
and he will realize, not how much, but 
how little, he knows. For what has 
he to fit him for the strenuous battle 
in which he is about to engage? A lit- 
tle geography. a little grammar, his- 
tory, mathematics, a little Latin and 
a little Greek. He has been given a 
taste of many thing, Dut he is master 
of none; and when you question and 
observe him in bis dally life, you find 
that he has little knowledge of the 
fundamental principles of true living 


he is unprincipled. I osly mean that 
he is not possessed of the idea that 
there are certain truths and duties 
that should rise in his mind as high 
above mere sentiments and opinions 
as the granite peaks of the mountain 
range rise high above the scrub oak 
and shrub of the plain. He may have 
‘views’—every American boy and gir! 
has views, altogether too many of 
them—but views are very different 
things from principles. He may, in- 
deed, discourse very eloquently about 
the ‘New Thought, ‘New Church, 
‘New Worship.“ and ‘New Religion,’ 


‘beautiful and potent sentiment. But 
sentiments, views and opinions belong 
to a very different strata of the mental 
life from principles; and the boy who 
goes forth into life without principles 
is like a ship stored for our soldiers 
in the Philippines with sugar plums 
instead of meat and biscuits. He is 
like a bulldog whose foundations are 
laid in plaster of Paris. He is like a 
spiendid tree whose roots lie the 
surface of the earth, and which, there- 
fore, is at the mercy of the first pass- 
ing storm. 5

she furnished you with the solid, es- 
sential princinles of the moral universe, 
principles which represent the col- 
lective sense of nineteen centuries of 
Christendom and the very essence of 
your Bible. And if, sitting there, you 
gazed upon her with the eye of faith, 
you would have seen the ray of Christ's 
authority descending upon her from 
His throne as she poke in His name, 
and endowed you with this, her most 
precious legacy. 

“Some principles are natural, such 
as the unchangeable everlasting differ- 
ence between right and wrong, and the 
eternal law of justice and righteous- 
ness.

Now it is too obvious to need 
ment that our modern system of u 
cation does not have due respect to 
the essential principles. As a matter 
of fact, it is squarely up against the 
church's view of what true education 
consists. And yet that view has nine- 
teen centuries of trial, observation and 
experience behind it, and there never 
has yet appeared a good reason why 
it should be abandoned. In fact, mod- 
ern education seems to produce, 80 
far as these principles are concerned, 
an atmosphere of mere shadow and 
attenuation. It does not, It will not, 
affirm anything in the religious realm. 
It has something to say for, and some- 
thing to say against, eyerything that 
may be propounded. While it admits 
that the Gospel is very beautiful, it 
refrains from asserting that its lan- 
guage is certainly true. This. I sub- 
mit, is the attitude of many educated 
persons toward the essential principles 
of Christianity, and that it immediately 
appears in the life of our educated 
youth. 

“Here is a young man who has had 
some religious instruction, and who 
has been trained in some way to reli- 
gious habits. He has been made a 
member of Christ in holy baptism, 
has been confirmed, has made his 
first communion, and has attended the 
services of the church with some de- 


gree of regularity. He promises, in 


short, to grow up into the average, at 
least, of Christian manhood. But the 
day comes when he must leave the 
parental roof, and the services of his 
parish church to enter upon college 
or university life. He completes the 
educational course assigned him, and 
returns to his home, and those who 
look upon him with the eye of love 
soon discover that a great and subtle 
change has passed over him. He is de- 
cent, courteous and manly as of yore, 
but all his religious convictions and 
enthusiasms have ben swept away. 
Something has destroyed his faith, 
chilled his hopes, and paralyzed his 
spiritual desires. He no longer fre- 
quents the house of God; he no longer 
partakes of the holy communion; he 
no longer seeks Christian companion- 
ship. t he does not question the 
reality of the only verities which ex- 
tend beyond the walls of the narrow, 
grimy world which walls him ‘round. 
He does doubt the existence of God, 
the reality of the soul, and the pros- 
pect of immortality, and he regards this 
all, not as a horrid eczema of unbelief, 
but as a sign of the possession of a su- 
perior intellect, of independence of 
thought, of freedom from old-fashioned 
religious and moral restraints. How 
shall we account for this? The cause 
lies not in the truth, for that is the 
same yesterday, today, and forever. 
It is not in the church, for in the es- 
sential things she is as unchangeable 
as her Master. The change is in the 
youth himself. somebody, 
has robbed him of his birthright, of his 
religious principles, of the very soll of 
hig. soul. 

alking one day with a judge of 
the Supreme Court about the campus 1 
one of our eastern State universities, 
he -said: ‘I have passed through every 
department of that institution, and 
during the five years I spent within its 
walls, while my mind was almost as 
wax to receive impressions for good 
or ill, I never once heard God named 
as Governor of the moral universe, to 
whom every man is responsible and 
must give an account. The funda- 
mental principles of true living, the 
superior and eternal side of man's na- 
ture, were studiously ignored. Tae ex- 
istence of God and the reglities of an 
unseen world were pra tically denied 
by a methodical silence.’ 

“We may not be able wholly to cor- 
rect the defeéte and evils of our sy8- 
tem of secular education, but Christian 
parents, sponsors amd the church can 
do much to guard against them. First, 
the vital fundamental difference be- 
tween the church's views and the 
sectarian view of the child's relation- 
ship to the church and the claims of 
Christianity upon the individual, must 
be clearly realized and strenuously in- 
sisted upon. The church says to every 


baptized child, however young he may 


be, ‘You are a member of the church 
now: you are not to join the church at 
some future day: you are not to take 
this or that Christian truth and specu- 
late and theorize about it, and wonder 
if it is true. All the duties and obliga- 
tions of a Christian life are now upon 
you, and will be forevermore. The 
principles of the religion of Jesus 
Christ are settled principles, and are 
to be received as such. You cannot add 
to them, you cannot take from them, 
your views or opinions cannot affect 
them. They are an obligation upon 


your reason, upon your affection, upon. 


your soul. To accept them is gain fo: 
the world that is and life in the world 
to come; to reject them is to lose both 
the life that is and that life without 
which this one would be both a trav- 
esty and a farce.” Thus speaks the 
church, and provides that her children 
shall be taught, so soon as they are 
able to learn, the creed, the Lord's 
prayer, the Ten Commandments, and 
all other things which a Christian 
ought to know and believe in to his 
soul's health: and that her children 
may be virtuously brought up to lead a 
godly and Christian lite. 

“When and where, then, are these 


‘principles to be taught? In the home, 


as soon as children are able to learn, 
and by the church of God. 

First, in the home, as God's primeval! 
institution. The religion of Almighty 
God has always been a traditional re- 
gion. It looks hereditary transmis- 
sion by the faithful Instruction of the 
young. The obligation rests upon us 
no less than upon God's people of the 
olden time. We cannot escape the 
imperative duty to do all that in us 
lies to have our children lead Christlan 
lives and believe in the articles of. the 
Chrfptian faith. 

„ne church has adopted the Sunday- 
aetipol—the institution for which we 
haye been offering an intercessory 
prayer this morning—as an aid in the 
instruction of the young. I want to 
say that I am in hearty and unqualil- 
fied accord and sympathy with the 
Sunday-school idea. The Sunday- 
schoo! is an institution which the whole 
nation might rise up and call blessed 
Church, State and country owe it a 
debt impossible to put into words. The 
Sunday-school is not, as so many seem 
to imagine, a place where little Jim- 
mie dressed, in his Sunday best, is put 
upon a platform to ‘speak his little 
77 It is not a place where sweet 
ittle Mary Ann, essed in white, 
with blue ribbons on her shoulder and 
pink ribbons in her hair is taught to 
make her little bow before admiring 
friends. Nor is it a place where ‘Pull 
for the shore, brother, pull for the 
shore,” is regarded as the acme of 
Christian praise. 

“It is a place where children are 
taught the things pertaining to the 
kingdom of God. The Sunday-schoo!l is 
not an ideal. but it is worthy of all 
sympathy and support. It is the only 
institution, aside from the family, that, 
with the church, systematically en- 
deavors to fortify our youth with the 
fundamental principles of Christian 
knowledge. As such, I plead for it to- 
day. Let your children know that you 
believe something is done there, for 
what the Sunday-school means in the 
home, that will it mean to the child 
whe is a member of it. 

“Christian education, the first and 
foremost work of the family, the 
church and the Sunday-school, what 
does it do? It deepens the sense of 
reverence, opens up the eternal heav- 
ens to the earthly vision, quickens the 
sanaa of immortality, and teaches 
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spirit to clothes itself in spiritual gar- 
ments, to walk in heavenly ways. 

“Christian education—what 16 it not? 
It is not amusement, nor controversy, 
nor profit, nor fame! it is to glorify 
God here and to dwell with Him forever 
hereafter in heaven; it is an armory 
and a treasure house for the glory of 
God, and the ennoblement of human 
Ute.“

A mysterious shooter fired four shots 
at a Hollywood trolley car yesterday 
morning and when pursued he fled.

HILL BRUSH 
BIG SHOW. 


ing at intervals for several days 
— in the foothills to phe northwest 
of this city, fared up in a spectacular 
manner yesterday afternoon and pre- 
sented a spectacle from points of van- 
tage in Les Angeles.

Along about noon yesterday, a fat, 
perspiring person in a red bandana 
handkerchief, khaki leggings and 
shooting coat rested his gun against a 
Sroase wood bush in the San Fernando 
Valley, pulled out of his game sack 
three rabbits and four bedragglied 
quail; inspected the layout critically, 
took stock of the thirty-five shells his

The fat gentleman wes a duck hunter. 
He had missed his calling for the day; 
and so had the dog—he was a brown 
water spaniel. It would have taken an 
artist or an anatomical expert to tell 
which liked the game least. With a 
brush fire ranging on the hills fring- 
ing the south side of the valley: old 
Sol delivering the goods with midsum- 
mer gusto; not enough wind to float a 
spider's web, and the incessant crack, 
crack of nitro powder. it looked, 
smelled, felt, sounded, like Cuba in 1898. 

Beginning exactly at daylight yester- 
day morning in hill, valley and marsh. 
the reports of shotguns sounded for a 
while like the platoon musketry firing 
of several National Guard companies. 
The half hour before sunrise law might 
as well not have been on the books 
for the good it did. but all the “soon- 
ers“ paid the penalty, for there are two 
things neither quail nor ducks will 
stand for; one is being disturbed too 
early in the morning: the other, being 
interfered with about bedtime. 

Limits in the vailey were anything but 
scarce, though the crowds made it im- 
possible to hunt with any system. 
party was constantty running into 
other shooters and having to change its 
plan of campaign entirely. In the 
Monte Vista e tion, in Pacoima Cafion, 
and at various places along the south 
and east walls of the San Fernando 
Valley, lgmits were reported, and sev- 
eral parties which went up to the tun- 
nel reported some fine sport. Around 
Chatsworth a quartette of Los Ange- 
les shooters who drove up Saturday 
afternoon and evening ali seored the 
legal 25. The Verdugo section was 
equally productive. hose who could 
atand the heat had no trouble in get- 
ting all the birds they wanted. 

With the duck hunters a similar tale 
of heat was told earty in the day. No 
cool fog such as Thursday's tempered 
the Turkish bath, the trister fra- 
ternity got down to cases with their 
jackets and went to it very much neg- 
ligé, as the man said when the tramp 
stole his clothes while he was bathing. 
The duck game had one big advan- 
tage over the other in that not much 
walking was necessary. Not as many 
limits were scored as on Thursday, but 
the shooting was of high grade and it 
left nothing to be asked for. A few 
more sprigs were apparently on hand, 
and the Cerritos club had redheads, 
canvasbacks and other bier birds in 
its strings. There were eieht out on 
this preserve, Messrs. Ross, Valentine, 
Myrick, Frank Hicks, W. W. Lovett, 
Green and guests. Five limit bags 
were scored, and all the rest had a 
great shoot. Four men were out on the 
Pasadena Gun Club and bags averaged 
about twenty apiece, but there were 
some fine big birds among them. The 
Greenwing men all quit early with the 
limit, some redheads and gadwalls be- 
ing killed, as well as a stray mallard or 
two. Outside shooters in the river 
also picked up a few brace of mal- 
lards. 

All the Newport clubs did well. In 
the Ballona district the shooting was 
not as good as it was the first day.
